• iperts is because they do not practice 
constantly. 


"Another thing necessary to expert- 


ness is to stand in a proper position. 
Then, when properly placed and your 
gun ready, you can "give the word and 
In whatever direction the bird may fly 
you can set a good shot at him. Moat 
amateurs do not stand properly when 
shooting, consequently when the birds 
fly in certain directions they cannot get 
good shois at them.
